One of the argumentd used byJlie federal govern- 
ment tor building of tho gigantic Intcrslato highway 
is that It Is a necessary mllltoTy asset. Now. any rout- 
ing that could save a distance of about 33 miles should 
most certainly receive the utmost consideration. 

Actually, the interatnte highway should be 
struclcd on the shortest route. This Is specially true 
when It can be' dona without destroying valuable 
farm ocrcn HO— food producing acres that wilt be sorely

Bpeaklns of old ase assistance, 
Moore notes an individual budget 
is worlced out with each client based 
on Individual needs. Allowances such 
aa food or clolhins are stntlc. but 
allowances for houslns and utilities 
:e variable. 

Moat Of tho people who scelc the 
department's aid for old ase as- 
sistance do BO for two primary rea- 
sons, sickness and depleted savlnss. 
Moore points out that older people 
are mora prone to hospitalisation 
than younger persons. Tho Increased 
life-span has caused many people to 
mlBcalculato funds they would need 
In their old sge, and many people 
come to the deportment for aid 
only after they have reached their 
lO'a or SO's and their savings have 
been used. 

Moore added that Inflationary 
times also have made It difficult 
for people on fixed retirement In- 
comes to pay their bills.

He explains funds are appro- 
priated by the state legislature and 
then matched by federal funds.

Mooro explains three conditions 
must bo met before the department 
can allocate money to a family. 
There must bo jalnor children in- 
volved, the family wngc-eamcr must 
bo Incapacitated or absent, and 
thero must bo » definite financial 
need. 

By tho department's definition 
a minor child la any youngster up 
to 10 years. II tho child remains In 
school, he quaUflca as a minor un- 
til he Is 18 years old.

Mooro explains the financial aid 
allocated to a family Is "shaped to 
the requirements of the Individual 
family." 

Ho adds that the check Is . _ .

Twin Palls county received a total 
: $1,830 In tlnanclnl aid. 
According to Moore, the reason for 
_ person's disablement varies with 
eacli case, but he adds that heart 
trouble nnd crippling diseases, such 
OS arthritis, are the major causes. 

In addition to Its financial pro- 
gram, the department also has ex- 
tensive social service responsibili- 
ties. These responsibilities fall Into 
four major areas, vocatlomil rehabil- 
itation ot tlib blind. Instructional 
services for the blind, medical eye 
care, and child welfare services. 

The deportment's vocnllonol rO' 
habilitatlon ot tlie blind program 
undertaken with the aid of a coun- 
selor from the state office at Boise 
who vlsiU the Twin Palls office 
every six weeks and worics with the 
blind. When the coutuelor la here 
he. works out a progrnm for the 
bUnded person. Moore notes, "His 
main oblect Is to try and train the 
blinded person for a certain Job." 
' Mooro explained tlie counselor 
takes persons who cnn no longer 



Mooro says the grtateat task Is 
teaching a blind penon to be Inde- 
pendent again. They are taught how 
to dress themselves, travel down- 
town, and perform other formerly 
simple tasks. 

The medical eye care program Is 
_ preventative and restoratlonal 
typo program, according to Moore. 
Tho puipose Is to find and cure 
visually handicapped persons who 
meet the department's requirements 
ot nnonclsl need. 
.Mopre adds. "We can't go out and 
find theso people. Any request must 
originate with the client. We cnn 
make known our services, and then 
hope people wilt use them.'^ 

■ho adds the department Is more 
elastic In determining a person's 
degree ot flnnncUl need in medical 
cyo care coses. "We're not as strict 
hero as wo are concerning sub- 
alstnnce cases," he explains. 

Tho last service In the social serv- 
ice category Is the child welfare 
service. The object Is to provide serv- 
Iccn to needy, homeless, neitlected 
and otherwise dependent children In 
danger ot becoming delinquent. 

One of the specific services In 
this category Is foster home licens- 
ing and .plocemenl. Before a child 
la placed In a foster home tho de- 
partment Inspects the home for fire 
hazards, cleanliness, quality of f6od, 
tralllo harards and reviews tho gen- 
enil history ot the home. 

Houses that keep children only 
during-the-day-or for-Bhorl-pcriodr 
of ami also are Inspected and 11- 
censed. 

Another senrlee within this area 
Is the odoptlon study program that 
thoTrariouadlstrlctdcpartmentfl-nnd 
tho state fiftlcc conduct In coopera- 
tion with probate courts throughout 
tho atate. The law specifics that 
whtn a petition tor adoption Ir 
filed with a probate court, tho pe- 
tition Is forwarded to the commis- 
sioner ot the' Idnho department of 
public asslsUnce In Boise. 

Tho background of the potential 
parents and the child are studied 
and A report submitted to the pro- 
bate court, Moore explains this is 
done mMlly through personal In- 
terviews and as a service to probaU 
courts. " . 

Tho department also gathers vari- 
ous social Information concerning 
a child snd lilrwards to other gov- 
emmental or private InatltuUons, 
such ns the Industrial school at 6t. 
Anthony or the Memorial Hospital 
nt Boise. Such Information Is used 
to rehabilitate waywa/d children and 
to aid in their diagnosis.
